Fund Shortage 


WASHINGTON— (INS) — The 
serious condition in which the 
treasury finds itself—with a billon 
dollar deficit at hand and a still 
greater one probable for next year 
—is being watched by no political 
group more closely than by the an- 
ti-prohibitionists. 

They believe the situation. is 
playing directly into their hands, 
and at the proper time,they are 
planning to capitalize it to the ut- 
most_ 

A- material increase in federal 
taxes is conceded to be impending 
unless there is a marked and wholly 
unlooked for jump in federal reve- 
nues in the next eighteen months. 
No responsible politican in Wash- 
ington believes a tax increase can 
be avoided.. The expenses of run- 
ning the government have been 
trimmed and pruned to the point 
where not much more along that 
line is possible. President. Hoover 
has discovered this in his week-end 
conferences on the Rapidan. The 
alternative, then, is to find néw 
sources of federal income. 

This is where the wets believe 
they come into the picture. They 
are going to contend, with increas- 
ing emphasis as time goes on and 
as congress squares away to the 
problem of finding new taxation 
wells, that the least onerous and 
least painful tax would be an excise 
tax on beers, wines and _ spirits. 
They are going to point out that 
during the years just preceding the 
adoption of the 18th amendment 
into the federal treasury each year 
the excise taxes on liquors poured 
more than half a billion dollars, 
notwithstanding that two thirds of 
the country was then dry. 

Under present conditions, prom- 
inent wets contend, this tax which 
produced roughly half a billion dol- 
lars before prohibition, could be 
trebled and made to produce three 
times.the amount now, or a billion 
and a half dollars annually.

FOR POISONING 


Accused Collected 
Face of Policy 
In Each Death 


CHICAGO.—(INS)—A_ coroner’s 
inquest today revealed that chronic 
arsenic poisoning caused the deaths 
of four out of five men who passed 
away in the home of Mrs. Margaret 
Summers. 

Mrs. Summers collected insurance 
on the life of each man. The in- 
quest was held specifically into the 
death of Thomas Meyers, the wom- 
an’s 17-year-old nephew. 

The victims of the insidious poi- 
son and the amounts of insurance 
collected by Mrs. Summers, who is 
in police custody, are: 

Thomas Summers, 37, her hus- 
band, $4,000; Thomas Meyers, the 
nephew, $2, 600; Thomas 
60, a boarded, $5,000, and: William 
Rieman, 65, a ‘boarder, $400. 

Arsenic Killed Men 


Immediately after testimony had 

been introduced showing that the 
men died of arsenic poisoning and 
that Mrs. Summers collected insur- 
ance on all of them, she took the 
Stand and denied responsibility or 
knowledge of how they came by 
their deaths, 
In spite of the statement of the 
47-year-old woman, the jury rec- 
ommended that she be held to the 
grand jury on charges of murder in 
all four cases.

Doctor Gives Opinion 
Dr. Muehlberger explained that 
chronic arsenic poisoning indicated 
that the arsenic had been;adminis- 
tered or taken in small doses over 
a period of time. 

Before the investigation, relatives 
complained to authorities that they 
had not been permitted to see the 
younger Meyers during his illness of 
more than a year. He was supposed 
to be suffering from some strangé 
malady that was variously diagnosed 
and which failed to respond to 
treatment.

A check revealed Go- 
bovic answered the description of 
one of two men who in 1924 beat 
Charles Hurshfield, railroad section 
foreman, to death. 

Gobovic went willingly to Vinton, 
saying he had nothing to fear. O!- 
lis Corrum of Marion, Ia., is now 
serving a life term for the Hursh- 
field’ slaying. Corrum has refuscd 
to name his accomplice.

Urges Trade With Russia. 

Another prominent American, Col. Hugh L. Cooper, chief 
consulting engineer on the huge Dnieper river hydro-electric 
development in Russia, in am address before the fifth annual 
Mississippi valley foreign tgade conference at St. Louis, 
urges that every effort be made by American commercial in- 
terests to foster trade with Russia. 

The United States is lagging far behind European nations 
in going after Russian business, Cooper declared, adding that 


the net loss in the last six months was 27 million dollars. 


He 


asserted that this ‘loss was due largely to curtailment of 
credits and to the campaign of false rumors concerning the 
failure of the Soviet to fulfill their obligations, although 
Russia has paid all of her bills when due. 

Colonel Cooper has been “on the job” in Russia for sev- 


eral months, 


He has first hand knowledge of the situation 


and wants to see the United States take advantage of its op- 
portunity before it is lost to European competitors. Regard- 
less of the business depression, the future of American pros- 


perity will depend largely upon foreign trade. 


While the 


percentage of foreign business is small compared to our do- 
mestic requirements, it is sufficient to swing the pendulum 
from prosperity to depression when local trade is normal. 

We cannot afford to overlook this opportunity. We have — 








proved that despite unfavorable criticism we are making 
steady progress in Central and South America and the same 
methods should be applied to Russia, whose development 
means an enormous market for all varieties of American 


goods. 


A Hint To The-Farmers. 

It is reported that there is a surplus of thirty million 
pounds of butter in storage and that prices are the lowest in” 
twenty-five years. The Dairymen’s Cooperative Association 
of New York declares that while this may seem like an enor- 
mous surplus it could be eliminated if each of the six mil- 
lion farm families would use one extra pound of butter a 
week for a period of five weeks.

Lots of us remember the time when 
we slipped away to the “ol’ swim- 
ming hole” and it seemed so good 
to get our clothes off, and fool 
around, that we stayed hours, for 
fear we wouldn’t get another chance 
to steal away, maybe, for some time 
again. And, Oh, boy! Didn’t we 
have something to remember that 
glorious time with. We didn’t need 
@ licking when we got home. Some- 
times there wasn’t room enough to 
lay on a shingle without popping 
@ blister. 

Just the same, sunshine is one of 
the best healing agents in the world 
when properly used. 

The ultra-violet rays react on the 
skin, vitalizing and regenerating in 
a wonderful manner. The nerve- 
endings are stimulated and they in 
turn send this renewed energy to 
the various nerve centers in the 
brain from which a referred action 
sends this energy back to the var- 
ious internal organs causing them to 
function more normally. 

The circulation is greatly improv- 
ed by sunshine. By the time a good 
pigmentation is established the vi- 
tality of the skin has greatly im- 
proved and the minute blood-vessels 
respond to the change of tempera- 
ture, dilating or contracting, after 
the manner of the heart itself, 
thereby improving the general cir- 
culation right where it is needed 
most, in the blood-vessels farthest 
from the heart. This in turn, re- 
lieves the heart of a considerable 
amount of pressure and overwork. 
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This improved circulation prevents 
stagnation and keeps the muscles 
and organ thoroughly flushed at all 
times, The ultra-violet rays of the 
sun are known to be one of the 
best anticseptics we have.

Places like Florida and California 
are bathed in sunshine most of the 
time and the children have 2 won- 
derful' time in their sun-suits, at the 
beaches, in the mountains, and 

p in the canyons; especially in 
California the children and grown 
people as well get lost in sunshine. 

Sunbaths are not hard to take 
and it doesn’t require such a large, 
or elaborate place, to get the desir- 
ed results. In the yard, on the 
porch, on the roof, any place where 
you can have a little privacy will 
do. A pad, or cot to lay on, some 
curtains, or screens, to break the 
draft and secure privacy. 

Start in easy, exposing only a 
small portion of the body at a time; 
the legs up to the knees, then the 
arms, then parts of the body at a 
time. One or two minutes on each 
side is ample to start with. This 
may not seem very much but if you 
blister you will peel, then you will 
have to do it all over again. It may 
be hard on the head and eyes at 
first and it is well to put up a piece 
of curtain or something that will 
cast a shadow over the face and 
head. A cold cloth can be used to 
keep the head cool. 

The idea is to get a very gradual 
tan, without soreness, so that after 
a while you can take an hour’s sun 
bath, and a céol shower, with a 
good rub down afterwards. 

Today factories are being built 
without windows. Instead, lamps, 
or lights are being used to give the 
workers the benefits of sunshine 
while at work, improving health and 
efficiency.

LOS ANGELES, Cal.—(INS) — 
That Charles Crawford, prominent 
politician, and Herbert Spencer, 
veteran newspaperman and maga- 
zine editor, were ambitionus to gain 
political control of Los Angeles and 
had laid preliminary plans to that 
end, was the assertion m ‘ie here 
today by a number of their former 
associates. 

Their asserted plans were brought 
to an abrupt end here last week 
when both were shot to death in 
the inner office of Crawford. The 
politician and the editor were con- 
ferring when they were joined by 
a third man. After the trio had 
talked for about an hour, shots 
were heard, their assailant hurried 
from a side door of the office, 
Spencer staggered after him fatal- 
ly wounded and Crawford, with a 
bullet wound in his abdomen, was 
rushed to a hospital where he died 
a few hours later. 

As the aftermath, David H. Clark, 
former deputy district attorney and 
candidate for municipal judge, has 
been formally charged with the 
murder of the two men and district 
attorney Buron Fitts has promised 
to rip the underworld wide open in 
order to get the motive behind the 
slaying. 

Clark has declined to make a 
statement of any kind bearing on 
the accusations placed against him. 
He declared he would tell what he 
knows of the case when he is 
brought to trial.

Naturalization Row 
Looms for Congress 


WASHINGTON. —The battle over 
naturalization of conscientious ob- 
jectors today was transferred from 
the supreme court to congress as a 
result of the high court’s five to 
four decision that the present na- 
turalization oath requires aliens. to 
agree to fight in time of war before 
they may be naturalized: 

Congress, it is pointed out both in 
the majority opinion by Justice 
Sutherland and the minority opin- 
ion of Chief Justice Hughes, has the 
power to prescribe ‘conditions on 
which aliens may obtain citizenship. 
Spokesmen for the Friends church, 
of which President Hoover is a 
member, any many bishops of. the 
Episcopal church, who filed briefs 
in the two cases, made it plain the 
fight would be carried to congress 
if the court decided against their 
intentions. 

Solicitor-General Thacher; in his 
brief upholding the refusal ox dis- 
trict courts to naturalize Prof. 
Douglas Clyde MacIntosh of Yale 
university and Marie Averill Bland, 
New York nurse, said their quarrel 
was with congress and not the 
courts. 

Since congress has always ex- 
empted people pleading religious or 
conscientious objections to war 
from active military service, the new 
drive will be to have congress 
change the oath of naturalization to 
specifically exempt this class.

Mandatory Levies Under Tax 
Reduction Law Are Explained 


Questions which have arisen as —— prior to the passage of this 


mandatory levies under the pro- 
visions of. the Elliott tax reduction 
law, recently enacted by the legisla- 
ture of Iowa and which provided 
that the-total funds raised by taxa- 
tion shall be 5 per cent less than 
that raised by the 1930 levy, are 
explained in a written opinion re 
ceived today by County Auditor 
Kenneth Coder, 

The opinion was prepared. for 
Oscar Anderson, state director of 
budgets, by C. J. Stephens, assistant 
attorney general, and reads as fol- 
lows; 

Mandatory Levies Unaffected 

“The last legislature passed what 
is known as Elliott tax reduction 
law, said act providing that for 
the years 1931-32 the taxing bodies 
in all taxing districts in the state, 
including townships, school dis- 
tricts, cities, towns, counties and 
special charter cities, shall, after 
computing tax rates as provided in 
section 7162 to 7170 of the code of 
Iowa 1927, reduce all of said rates 
so that the total funds raised’ by 
taxation shall be 5 per cent less 
than that raised by the 1930 levy. 
It also provides that the provisions 
of Section 7165, Code of Iowa 1927, 
shall be suspended and shall not be 
applied during the years 1931-32 
except’ in’ taxing. districts where 
such excess levy was made for the 
year 1930. The 5 per cent reduc- 
tion, however, does not affect or 
include mandatory levies or pay- 
ments—the amounts of which are 
fixed by statute nor does it affect 
taxes levied for the purpose of pay- 
ing interest and for principal on 
bonds or for creating a sinking 
und.for the retiring of bonds is- 





act 

“The question has arisen as to 
what are mandatory levies or a pay- 
ment fixed by statute. 

“A mandatory levy is a levy 
which the governing board (taxing 
board) of the taxing district is re- 
quired to levy annually, the board 
having no discretion or opinion 
whatsoever... In some cases the 
number of mills is fixed by statute 
and in other cases some agency oth- 
er than the governing board certi- 
fies the amount which the board 
must raise by a levy. An example 
of this is the certification of the 
secretary of agriculture to the coun- 
ty board of supervisors as to the 
amount of money necessary to be 
expended in connection with the 
eradication of bovine tuberculosis in 
the county. 

Payments Explained 

“Mandatory payments are pay- 
ments which are fixed by law and 
over which the governing board has 
no discretion as to the amount of 
payment. For example: salaries of 
the county officers; the minimum 
wage for teachers; indebtedness cre- 
ated under the authority of the sta- 
tutes payable in a term of years, 
i levy for which is made at one 

e. 

“The amount of the levy for the 
years 1931-32 must be reduced by 5 
per. cent where the board has an 
option as to. the number of mills 
which must be levied and as to 
whether or not a levy shall be made 


at all. It must be borne in mind/|@ 
that the board must in every case|& 
levy sufficience millage t6 raise);

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Vatican Protests 
New Proclamation 


VATICAN CITY— (INS) — The 
Vatican today formally presented 
the republican provisional govern- 
ment of Spain with a new note, 
protesting against the recent pro- 
clamation of religious liberty in 
that country, according to an offi- 
cial announcement. ° 

The Vatican was believed to have 
based its protest on the grounds 
that the new government, soon 
after coming into power, notified 
the Holy See that no change would 
be made in the status of the catho- 
lic church without the consent of 
the people and of the Cortes. 

The Vatican also considered the 
decree a violation of the concordat 
between Spain and the church, 
which was signed in 1851. 

The Vatican holds that the con- 
cordat cannot be abrogated save by 
mutual consent.
